Pressure is being put on the DuPage County Board 
of Supervisors by the Advisory Committee on Human 
Relations to make it a commission and follow its other 
suggestions. 
A 10-page report was submitted to the board Tues­ 
day by James Strenki, chairman of the committee, to 
inform the supervisors of discrimination in the county. 
“We submitted this report on 
o u r 
investigation 
of 
dis­ 
crimination because some of the 
supervisors claimed they didn’t 
know what we 
were doing,” 
Strenski said. 
A confidential addenum of 13 
documented cases of racial dis­ 
crimination also was submitted 
as evidence to what the com­ 
mittee has found, he said. 
SINCE THE report was com­ 
posed, two more cases were dis­ 
covered, he added. 
“We are waiting for legal ad­ 
vice from the Attorney General 
of Illinois to find out if we can 
be made into a commission with 
powers,” he said, 
“and the 
county board should have the 


right to do so.” 
The committee has paid for 
research expenses out of their 
own pockets and the hope is the 
state or county will begin to pay 
for these efforts, he said. 
The report was channeled to 
the 
municipalities 
committee 
for further study. 
STRENSKI told of one case in 
which a Negro and two white 
college students had looked for 
h o u s i n g together but were 
turned away at every place. As 
the beginning of school drew 
near, the Negro told the white 
students they should look for an 
apartment by themselves.

The committee holds its meet­ 
ings the last Monday of every 
morth in the county board room 
at 8 p.m. 
Strenski said he became inter­ 
ested in human relations about

where he lives. Before then, he 
added, he was apathetic like 
most people. 
IN HIS REPORT, 
he

scribed the formation and func­ 
tion of seven subcommittees in 
his group. 
Each deals with 
areas like housing, employment, 


education and legal matters. 
The human relations com­ 
mittee was formed by the rec­ 
ommendation 
of

board and had its first meeting 
in January of this year. 
Since then, the goals of the 
group have been to foster mu­ 
tual respect, correct incidents 
o f 
discrimination, 
promote 
educational programs and ad­ 
vise the county. 
T h e 
committee 
promotes 
speakers, advertises 
available 
housing, helps work out misun­ 
derstanding and encourages civ­ 
ic groups and individuals to 
p a r t i c i p a t e 
in 
anti-ds- 
crimination 
projects 
among 
other things. 
WORKING with Realtors and 
conducting local meetings is one 
way the committee tries to 
coordinate “grassroots” activi­ 
ty. 
The Affirmative Action Plan 
and Non-Discriminatory Clause 
submitted June 29 to the county 
board by the committee asked 
the county only give work con­ 
tracts to those firms with mi­ 
nority group employes. 


The county superintendent of 
schools has been contacted and 
various programs of teacher in­ 
struction in human relations has 
b e e n discussed. 
The group 
hopes to have a teacher work­ 
shop in the future. 
The county sheriff’s office has 
discussed the possibility of a po­ 
lice training course on the same 
subject. 
“ NOT TO BE forgotten are 
the youth, and our committee 
has kept in close touch with the j 
ever expanding teenage human 
relations programs in the coun­ 
ty,” Strenski said. 
Being prepared is a bibliogra­ 
phy of human relations mate­ 
rials for various

still putting the pressure for its 
establishment.

Multi-Family Dwellings 
Have Stiffer Standards 


DuPage County 
Regulations 
governing 
con­ 
struction of multi-family dwell­ 
ings were stiffened Tuesday by 
a last-minute vote of the Du­ 
Page County Board of Super­ 
visors. 
No house will be built of un­ 
protected noncombustible heavy 
timber, ordinary or wood frame 
construction, according to the 
adopted amendment. 
MULTI-FAMILY houses have 
to 
be 
separated 
from 
other 
units, hallways and other rooms 
by ceilings and walls having a 
fire resistance of not less than 
two hours. 
The board decided to change 
the wording of the last para­ 
graph of the amendment 
to 
read 
“ effective 
immediately” 
instead of waiting IO days after 
passage and publication. 
This 
eliminates 
wood 
con­ 
struction and makes it neces­ 
sary to have full masonry con­ 
struction. The effectiveness will 
last until March I, 1969, when a 
new code will be put into effect. 


Villages are required to have 
a building code meeting 
the 
standards of the county. 
The county building code has 
been adjpted by several muni­ 
cipalities in the past but reac­ 


tion to the amendment will take 
time.

DuPage County 
Tuberculin testing of the first- 
a n d 
fifth-grade 
students 
of 
Roselle, Medinah, Itasca, Wood 
Dale, Bensenville and Addison 
elementary schools is scheduled 
for Oct 21-29. 
Ninth-and 12th-grade students 
of Lake Park High School will 
be tested Oct. 22. 
This testing will encompass 
approximately 
1,250 
grade 
school and 1,000 high school stu­ 
dents. 
The survey, under the aus­ 
pices of the DuPage County Tu­ 
berculosis Care and Treatment 
Board, 
is 
one 
facet 
of 
the 
board’s tuberculosis control pro­ 
gram. 
Tuberculin skin testing as a 
screening device establishes the 
infectious rate of tuberculosis. 
It also pinpoints those with tu­ 
bercle bacilli in their bodies for 
which medication is now being 
provided without charge. 
This medication is adminis­ 
tered 
for 
approximately 
one 
year with the approval of the 
parents and the family physi­ 
cian. 
At present, over 400 students 
have received or are receiving 
antituberculous drugs. 
All positive reactors to the tu­ 
berculin test are urged to have 
chext X-ray examinations either 
through the office of their fami­ 
ly physician, the DuPage Coun­ 
ty Tuberculosis and Respiratory 
Disease Assn. mobile unit, or 
the tuberculosis care and treat­ 
ment board clinic in Glen Ellyn. 


In addition, all contacts to 
positive reactors 
receive 
tu­ 
berculin 
tests 
and/or 
chest 
X-rays. This practice resulted 
I in the detection of active tu­ 
berculosis in two students and 
three adults during the period 
of school tuberculin testing. 
Since this program was ef­ 
fected in October 1964. more 
than 70,000 students have been 
tested. 


As in the past, the tests will 
be administered and interpreted 
by 
qualified 
staff 
members 
from the care and treatment 
board. They will be assisted by 
school personnel and volunteers. 
In Roselle, St. Walter’s and 
Trinity Lutheran, students will 
be given the skin test at 9 and 
IO a m. respectively on Oct. 21. 
Lake Park High School students 
at 8 a m. Oct. 22.

respectively on Oct. 28.

I saw the two ends of representative government in 
DuPage County Tuesday, and each had a commonality 
in them. 
The common ground (more like marshland) was 
lack of co-operation, which will hurt the taxpayer. 
That morning I had the privilege of attending a 
County Board of Supervisors meeting in Wheaton 
Elected representatives acted like little kids by run­ 
ning out of the room when it came time to vote on 
something they didn’t like. 
ON THE OTHER END OF the 
scale, in terms of comlpexity and re­ 
sponsibility, was the “joint” meeting of 
the Wood Dale village council, planning 
board and park district. 
The park district had called this 
meeting to work out problems of the 
village and discuss mutual aid. 
No one except the park district 
president and three members showed 
barton 
up. 
We sat there for a couple of hours wondering if the 
others had received the communication. The park board 
members felt Sure they had. 
THE COUNTY BOARD was under direction of a writ 
of mandamus from the Circuit Court of DuPage County 
to cause an election to decide on the establishment of a 
county road district. 
The county board had previously defied state statute 
and denied recognizing a legal petition signed by 350 
persons. 
The petition requested the board to have an election 
and the state's attorney and board’s attorney advised 
them to act on it, but they refused. 
Following a court fight, the board was ordered to 
act. but still some members resisted in what manner 
they could. 
WHEN ALL ELSE failed, they took to the hills. 
County Board Chairman Paul Ronske had called for 
a resolution to comply with the court order. Like they 
were shot out of a gun, IO supervisors left for the other 
room. This was an effort to avoid having a quorum pre­ 
sent to defeat the move. 
Ronske ordered the supervisors back in the room by 
authority of a rule which says no supervisor may leave 
the meeting room without the permission of the chair­ 
man. 
When they returned, one supervisor became in­ 
dignant and asked why they should now’ be required to 
adhere to the rule when previously it had been dis­ 
obeyed. No answer was needed. 
THE RESOLUTION WAS passed by 24 “yes” votes 
and one “pass” which later was changed to “yes” before 
the results were read. 
The issue will now be up to the county voters. If they 
vote “yes” the county will establish a road district which 
will in turn rule out the township road commissioners. 
It would be the first step toward the end of town­ 
ships in this county. 
Resistance to legal petitions and the absence of vil­ 
lage officials may seem like they are unrelated at first. 
Actually, there is no difference between ignoring some­ 
thing and not recognizing it. 
Th e PETITION, though shunned, was passed. The 
park district, though ignored, will carry on its programs 
and attain its goals. 
What is wrong when elected representatives choose 
to ignore an organized voice of the people and village 
units of government are too busy or don’t care enough to 
work together? 
Are the people (the voters) being overlooked and 
forgotten by those they elected? 
Of course, ifs true most people don't give a hang 
about a particular public hearing or meeting unless they 
stand to lose something. 
Maybe officials have picked up this feeling and con­ 
sider themselves in a world apart from the people.

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Fenton High School’s financial woes were aired to 
about 26 B ensenville and Wood Dale civic and service 
leaders in a presentation and panel discussion W ednes­ 
day night. Sixty-five to 70 persons had been invited. 
Wood Dale E lem entary School Dist. 7 Supt. Warren 
E. Carson described school finance as restricted by 
state law both in resources and in spending, rather than 


local choice. 
“The schools are caught in a 
demand for 
increased educa­ 
tional services, the demands of 
more militant teachers for high­ 
er salaries, enrollment increas­ 
es and building requirements,” 
Dr. Carson said. 


THE LAW of supply and de­ 
mand and a teacher shortage 
works to force the district to 
maintain a competitive salary 
schedule. Other factors such as 
lower class loads and prepa­ 
ration periods also determines 
competition for available teach­ 
ers, Carson said. 


And personnel salaries are 
the biggest item in school ex­ 
penses, he added. 


Federal funds, an estimated 3 J 
to 6 per cent of the budget, are j 
a v a i l a b l e for a particular j 
educational purpose over and 
above the regular program and 
do not help out with general op- j 
elation expenses, Carson ex- 
plained. 
Carson described the formula j 
for state aid as “weird” and as I 
providing only two-thirds the 
cost of educating an elementary ] 
school child per year. 
Fenton Principal Norman E. j 
West spoke on “What’s Right 
With Our Schools.” 
He said j 
there 
is 
a 
tremendous 
in-1 
vestment in education in the 
communities that 
have been 
willing to support the schools. 


“In a relatively small com -1 
munity, ifs easy to see that j 
schools are big business,” he I 
said. 


“A GOOD school program,” 
he said, “is suited to each indi­ 
vidual child within the finances 
available.” 
The school has special facil­ 
ities to help both the student 
and teacher, he said, which also 
costs money above and beyond 
the teacher in the classroom. 
Some of these services include 
s p e e c h correction, guidance, j 
counseling and psychologists. 


The school also has a co-oper-1 
ational vocational program for 
on-the-job training for the 50 
per cent of the student body j 
that will enter business directly i 
upon 
graduation 
from 
high 
school. 


Fenton Supt. Martin Zucker­ 
man, who spoke on “Commu-< 
nication 
Factors” 
maintains 
t h a t 
communicating 
school 


problems to “the man in the 
street” is very complex. 
“Some dissent is helpful,” he 
said. 
“But splintering makes posi­ 
tive planning for a good educa­ 
tion complex.” 


He blamed general apathy on 
the part of the people as a ma­ 
jor communications problem — 
“Many people don’t wish to be 
informed.” 
“Property 
owners 
protest 
when taxes go up as teachers 
press for better salaries. 
“This 
creates 
pressure 
on 
school boards who seek to react 
responsibly to both groups. 
“Relating this to the public 
and getting public support is 
complex,” Dr. Zuckerman said. 
One member of the audience 
asked what one person can do 


to make a practical contribution 
to lower the tax or increase 
state aid. 
Carson said persons could use 
lobbying or pressure groups at 
the legislature and campaign 
for a constitutional convention. 
IN 
RESPONSE

question, Zuckerman said that 
in both Districts 2 and IOO, both 
the educational 
and

funds are in a “deficit status,” 
and funds to maintain buildings 
and programs, are insufficient.

Congress Slowed? 
Change the Rules 


Reform Measures 
Deserve Attention 


Congressman Donald Rumsfeld 
(R-13th) was accused this week of 
attempting to prevent Congress 
from approving televised debates 
among 
the 
Presidential 
candi­ 
dates. 


A bill in Congress would waive 
television’s “ equal tim e” provision 
so the three major Presidential 
candidates 
can 
debate 
without 
forcing the TV networks to give 
equal time to a host of minor can­ 
didates. Rumsfeld’s mentor, Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon, has said he would 
not debate Independent Party can­ 
didate George C. Wallace, so some 
Republicans opposed three-way de­ 
bates. 


From the standpoint of public 
policy this opposition is unwise. 
Polls tell us Wallace is a major 
contestant in the 1968 campaign. 
His views should be aired thor­ 
oughly. After Congress approves 
debates it is up to Nixon and the 
other candidates to decide whether 
they want to participate; we be­ 
lieve the American people would 
be better able to judge Wallace’s 
caliber if he were placed side by 
side with the other two candidates. 


The criticism of Rumsfeld, 
however, 
is 
misdirected. 
The 
northwest 
suburban 
congress- 
m a n 
announced 
nearly 
two 
months ago that he planned to 
use every parliamentary tech­ 
nique available to him to slow 
the pace of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives until the House lead­ 
ership permitted two important 
issues to reach the House floor: 
Congressional and Election re­ 
form. 


Rumsfeld, who was confident 
both measures would pass over­ 
whelmingly if they were brought to 
the floor, reported they were bot­ 
tled up by the leadership and 
Speaker John McCormack would 
not give him a satisfactory answer 
as to when Congress would be per­ 
mitted to vote on the bills. 


Filibusters are not permitted in 
the House, so Rumsfeld announced 
the slowdown plans under which 
he has been requiring the House to 
adhere strictly to its rules. In ang­ 
er this week, McCormack locked 
the doors of the House so represen­ 
tatives would be present for Rums­ 
feld’s frequently called roll calls. 


Singling Rumsfeld out for criti­ 
cism on the equal time waiver is 
unjustified and overlooks the fail­ 
ure of the leadership even to per-

ported measures to bring about 
basic reform in elections and in 
Congressional procedure. It ap­ 
pears 
Congress 
will ..adjourn 
without ever having to faceup to 
the Rumsfeld proposals, which 
.seem merited — even modest in 
view of the need. If the lead­ 
ership opposes details of these 
reform measures, it should give 
Congress a chance 
to 
amend 
them. The bills were previously 
passed by the Senate, and the 
question 
of 
reform 
has 
con­ 
cerned leaders of both parties. 


The Congressional reform bill 
provides for improvements in the 
committee system, strengthening 
o f f i s c a l controls, improved 
sources of information, regulation 
of lobbying activities and other op­ 
erational changes. It would 
re­ 
move postmasters and rural letter 
carriers from the patronage sys­ 
tem, permit live telecasting of 
Congressional committee hearings, 
open hearings of both House and 
Senate Appropriations Committees 
and make other changes appro­ 
priate for the main legislative 
body of a modern democracy. 


The election reform proposal 
would overhaul federal election 
laws pertinent to fund raising and 
spending in federal elections. It 
would repeal the existing limita­ 
tions of spending by candidates 
and political committees, retain 
the present $5,000 limit on individ­ 
ual contributions and require peri­ 
odic, 
comprehensive 
reports 
of 
campaign finances. It would re­ 
quire senators and representatives 
to disclose gifts and honorariums 
in excess of $100 whenever they oc­ 
cur, even between elections. And it 
would prohibit diversion of politi- 
c a I 
contributions 
to 
personal 
needs. 


In 
formally 
announcing 
the 
slowdown move Sept. IO, Rumsfeld 
said: 


“We live in an area of change. 
Whether that change will be wild 
and erratic or thoughtful and re­ 
sponsive depends in part on the 
United States Congress. 


“Recent events in our own 
country, as well as throughout 
the world, have emphasized the 
critical need for democratic in­ 
stitutions to keep abreast of the 
tim es.” 


It is appropriate that Rumsfeld 
and his collaborators in the slow­ 
down are using antiquated rules in 
their effort to get Congress to look 
at the efficiency of its procedures. 


Expansions launched at Arling­ 
ton Park in the past few years 
have made a substantial contribu­ 
tion to the year-round convention 
and meeting facilities of the north­ 
west suburbs. Management has 
been progressive and community 
oriented. 


The new owners have indicated 
they will retain that outlook and 
intensify development of facilities 
at Arlington Park.

I made a trip West last week because 
my father was dying.

From its beginning it turned out good 
journalists, men and women who have 
succeeded in the demanding and chal­ 
lenging and often frustrating world of 
mass communications. 
But under his hand, there was much 
more being developed in that depart­ 
ment than just journalism professionals. 
And last week in the cards and letters 
that came in from former students 


throughout the United States, these pro­ 
fessionals attempted to put into words 
some definition of what they had gained 
from this man. 
No one of them could do it alone. Put 
all together these tributes added up to 
an awesome picture of what a good 
teacher can be, of the impact a fine 
educator can have on those whom he has 
the opportunity to teacn. 
He had attained a “fullness” in his 
chosen profession that went far beyond 
just the number of years he had devoted 
to it. 
YET LAST New Year’s Day, in the 
final entry of a journal he had updated 
at the end of each year since he was a 
young man, he took a look ahead to the 
retirement he could enjoy in two years.

With just a shade over three weeks 
remaining in this 1968 political cam­ 
paign, a lot of politicians are attempting 
to worry the voters about the probability 
of the election being thrown into the 
House of Representatives. The reasoning 
is that a third-running Democratic candi­ 
date for President might conceivably 
through this somewhat devious political 
process wind up in the White House. 
This is an imaginary bridge that can­ 
not be crossed on such a vehicle as 
“probability,” especial­ 
ly when there is hardly 
any basis for a veri­ 
fication of such a con­ 
cept. The ground 
on 
which a support for 
such a construction is 
built looks much more 
like “improbability.” 
So on the basis of 
available facts today it 
is highly improbable that the race will 
be thrown into the House of Representa­ 
tives and the facts say there is a higher 
“improbability” 
that should the 
un­ 
thinkable come to pass the candidate at 
the bottom of the totem pole will not be 
a Democrat. 
There have been many unlooked for 
events and surprises in this election. The 
guess here is there are more to come 
and they have nothing to do with the 
House of 
Representatives electing 
a 
president. 
FOR ONE thing the majority of the 
mass vote that will be cast at this elec­ 
tion, the bread and butter vote, that will 
make the decision has not yet made up 
its mind and will be unable to do so until 
the candidates recognize the importance 
of honesty in this 1968 election and are 
willing to discuss the issues in mean­ 
ingful terms. 
What some candidates don’t seem to 
realize is that the political climate that 
prevails in 1968 is not the same as in 
1964 or 1960 or for that matter not the 
same as in any previous presidential 
election. 
This nation is turning a corner in its 
history and entering an era where the 
mass population for the first time any­ 
where in the world is cognizant of its 
rights and welfare. This is a fact of 
overwhelming significance. 
NEW FORCES released through the

use of technology and science with a 
mastery of technical organization in 
many fields has produced an affluence 
which all have helped to create and all 
believe they are its rightful heirs. 
The basic issue in this election ap­ 
pears to be how can the product of the 
effort of this mass society be distributed 
so that those who toil — business lead­ 
ers, professional people, farmers, skilled 
and unskilled labor — share equitably in 
the total output. 
Political rhetoric can not conceal the 
fact that there is stark poverty and igno­ 
rance in this country and few citizens 
will say that this need be so. If poverty 
and ignorance is due to some malfunc­ 
tion or injustice in the social and politi­ 
cal structure it can be found and cor­ 
rected. 
Creative forces that produce a stag­ 
gering affluence surely can be directed 
to bring about a steady erosion of the 
problems of the unfortunate. 
TODAY MUCH is said about change 
and this era of change. The social basis 
of all change is a new kind of thinking. 
New thinking is occurring all over Amer­ 
ica and the result is change. This change 
is expressed in concerns about problems 
hardly mentioned at the public level a 
few decades ago. 
Lindsay of New York, Percy of Illi­ 
nois, 
Rockefeller 
of 
West 
Virginia, 
McCarthy of Minnesota and scores of 
others are in the forefront calling atten­ 
tion to change in America and pointing 
the new direction the nation must take. 
Their voices and hundreds of others will 
become louder and more convincing as 
the pace of this transition quickens and 
the problems grow7. 
They will be listened to and under­ 
stood principally by the younger gener­ 
ations, year by year moving into the na­ 
tional mainstream, who are eager to 
rebuild a society closer to their heart’s 
desire. They see that the present is 
markedly different from the past. They 
recognize as many older people that the 
old solutions are not enough. 
Because of the opportunity for broad­ 
er mass education today and because the 
mass population through the instruments 
of mass communication have access to 
vital information, the citizens of the na­ 
tion are more knowledgeable about do­ 
mestic and international problems than 
the people in politics seem to be aware. 


THIS LEADS TO the conclusion that 
in 1968 America is moving toward a 
brand new politics based on under­ 
standing, knowledge and instant infor­ 
mation. Those seeking public office are 
doomed to fail unless they recognize the 
trend. 
Political parties who fail to recognize 
the new America are doomed to fade. If 
they overlook the basic desires of all 
citizens to move in the direction of 
peace, security and opportunity in an at­ 
mosphere of freedom and justice under 
law they cannot survive. 
Therefore 
paraphrasing 
Abraham 
Lincoln, it is not expected that this na­ 
tion will fall but in his words it is ex­ 
pected that it will cease to be divided 
once it finds its direction and leadership. 
To bring unity where there is disorder 
will not be easy but it is necessary and 
it can be accomplished under law and 
leadership. 
A leadership must be found in this 
election campaign that accepts the fact 
of a changing America, where new needs 
have surfaced and where all the people 
are involved. 
THIS LEADERSHIP must recognize 
that all have a rightful stake in the 
society in which they live and work, and 
suffer, yes and in a society they defend. 
A new politics must put the emphasis 
on those factors that unite divergent mi­ 
norities of the nation to a common pur­ 
pose. Old rivalries, hatreds and divisions 
are a product of a dead past and have 
no place in the combined creative efforts 
of today. 
Intelligence and education must pre­ 
vail over ignorance and illiteracy. They 
can and they will if the people insist on 
it. 
From these considerations the con­ 
clusion is that the political process is 
moving in a new direction, away from 
organization 
politics 
and 
politicians. 
What the citizen needs and desires to­ 
day, the politician cannot provide. 
IN POLITICS numbers mean power. 
The control of that power is eluding the 
politician today because the average vot­ 
er is politically educated and has endless 
sources of information to set him right. 
People everywhere are becoming in­ 
volved in the political process. They 
have come to the realization that demo­ 
cratic government can be made to work 
for all citizens.

Returning to the GOP camp, I re­ 
moved the Democratic button and on en­ 
try noted that only one candidate’s advo­ 
cates approached me with a button.

AFTER a HALF HOUR, it was back 
down the street, and again I removed 
the button. I got a donkey button this 
time, 
indicating 
general 
Democratic 
spirit, but their supply of sandwiches 
was beginning to dwindle. And they had 
run out of coffee. I paid a dime for a 
soft drink and returned to GOP head­ 
quarters. 
There the tide of returns had switch­ 
ed, and there was a game of musical 
buttons in progress wrhen I arrived. New 
button, and the supply of Republican 
sandwiches had given over to potato 
chips and onion dip. Coffee was still 
plentiful, but there was a case of beer in 
the corner ominously awaiting a definite 
turn of voting trend. 


Once again I switched buttons, now 
having seven buttons in my pocket, and 
the Democrats had in the meantime re­ 
newed their supply of sandwiches and 
coffee. Spirit remained high because Re­ 
publicans were running neck and neck in 
their race, indicating a split. I received 
an anti-GOP button. 
Staggering back to Republican of­ 
fices, with eight buttons in my pocket, I 
found Candidate A had surged again and 
more button switching was in progress. I 
got a new button and a sandwich. There 
was no coffee, and some had begun to 
break into the beer. I stayed thirsty, re­ 
solving to finish the evening at GOP 
headquarters. 
Off came the Republican button on 
the way back to Democratic headquar­ 
ters, and in the door I went, searching 
for something to drink more than quot­ 
able quotes. 


S O M E H O W THE NINTH button 
proved too much. Standing in the middle 
of prominent Democrats, I felt a sharp 
stab of pain in my thigh. I had been 
stabbed by a button, and I was hoping it 
wouldn’t be noticed by the Democrats as 
I slyly pulled it out of my pocket and 
tried to move it somewhere else. 
It was noticed.

Later I resolved never to get involved in 
political reporting again, and for a long 
time I managed to stay away from it. 
But it’s 1968, and between telephone 
calls, municipality meetings and news 
stories, I’m already checking out the lo­ 
cation of sandwich headquarters for 
Nov. 5. 
Who am I voting for? I might be 
bribed with a sandwich, but buttons are 
out of the question.

Doctor in the Kitchen 
How Athletes 
Should Eat 


by Dr. Lawrence M. Hursh 


Consultant 
National Dairy Council 


The diet that will provide the 
best athletic performance con­ 
tains 
approximately 
15 per 
cent of the calories from pro­ 
tein, 40 per cent from fat, and 
45 per cent from carbohydrate. 
Higher protein diets cause 
problems, especially when the 
weather is hot and water is 
limited. A pure carbohydrate 
diet results in difficulties in- 
c l u d i n g the subject being 
unable to retain water. And too 
high a fat content in the diet, 
particularly in cold weather, 
also causes problems too tech­ 
nical to dicuss here, but real 
nevertheless. 
Well, nutritionists will recog­ 
nize the 15 per cent protein, 40 
per cent fat and 45 per cent 
carbohydrate as the diet that 
the average American eats ev­ 
ery day. So — yes. I arn say­ 
ing, in effect, that a special 
diet has no benefit so far as 
athletic performance is con­ 
cerned. 
As I mentioned last week, I 
also feel players should follow 
meal patterns on game days 
similar to any other day in the 
week. There is no reason, in 
my opinion, for a football play­ 
er for example, to not eat his 
regular breakfast and lunch on 
Saturday, provided he has the 
same time interval between 
breakfast, 
lunch 
and 
game 
time as he has observed during 
the week between breakfast, 
lunch and 4 o’clock practice. 
Coaches who advise special 
restraints or special food prod­ 
ucts on game day, and provide 
the athlete with oxygen or hon­ 
ey, vitamins or other medica­ 
tion are indulging in a lot of 
nonsense. 
I have been personally in­ 


volved in research in which 
such so-called aids were mea­ 
sured for possible benefits, and 
the results are that there is no 
improvement 
whatsoever 
in 
the physical index of individ­ 
uals whether such aids are 
used or not. The truth is man’s 
engine will run only so ef­ 
ficiently 
and 
so fast, 
and 
there’s not a thing that any of 
us can do about it in the way 
of trick assistance. 
So give athletes the type of 
food they love to eat, in a bal­ 
anced diet, and give it to them 
at the pre-game intervals they 
are normally used to and they 
will do the rest themselves. 
And if you want to reward 
them with any kind of special 
food treats, do so after the 
game. 
While I’m at it, here’s a 
word, too, about weight reduo 
tion. If a player plays better at 
260 pounds than he does at 230 
pounds, then he ought to weigh 
260 pounds. The same type of 
physique doesn’t lend itself to 
all types of performance, and 
a player shouldn’t be sweated 
down to fit a position just be­ 
cause that position needs fill­ 
ing. 
Unfortunately, with injuries 
occurring, as they do, during a 
season, a coach often finds 
himself forced to play a boy in 
his secondary position. But we 
should be extra careful not to 
arbitrarily toy with the weights 
of athletes merely to fill posi­ 
tions without regard to where 
he plays best. 
W r e s t l e r s , incidentally, 
should not be allowed to sweat 
off IO to 15 pounds to make 
weight hours prior to a match. 
This is highly dangerous and 
subjects a man’s cardiovascu­ 
lar 
system 
to 
unnecessary 
stress. He will also perform 
poorly.

Bob Reiland knows the difference 


A quarterback at Fenton in 1967, Reiland followed the herds 


West to California to attend college. Shortly after arriving, he 


went to a prep football game in Redlands. Here is his analysis 


of California football vs. Illinois football. 


"The game of football is not a game here, it is almost a reli­ 


gion practiced on Friday nights all over the state. 


"The town of Redlands is nearly 30,000 in size and has a 


high school with 2,500 kids. The high school uses, as its home 


field, the University field which has a seating capacity of about 


6,800. The stands are solid metal with wooden seats that go 26 


rows up. 


"Friday (Sept. 21) Redlands High School played Alhambra. Al­ 


hambra has a team comparable in size roughly to Lake Park’s 


team of last year — big, tough, and mean. 


"The average weight on their offensive line hovered near 200 
and defense near 215. (A man plays only one position — not one 
guy in the first half played both ways.) They looked, by Tri- 
County standards, unstoppable . . . And then Redlands came on 
the field. 


"I have never seen such linemen playing high school ball. Their 
lines went: Offense, 200; defense, 235. They were monstrous! And 
could they play football. In the first half, of this their first game 
of the season, there was one fumble, and that occurred on a very 
questionable play. 


"Both teams showed to met that night what would be middle-of- 
the-seasdh championship form in the Tri-County. Ball exchanges 
were timed and crisp, and the quarterbacks did such a job of 
hiding the ball that once a ref blew a whistle on a fullback up the 
middle while the quarterback was running outside! There was not 
one procedural penalty. 


"In the stands were nearly 7,000 people, most of them from 
Redlands (the home seats are nearly all on a reserved seat 
basis.) The cost of admission (12 and up) is $1.50 — and they get 
it, too. 


"There were about 30 cheerleaders for Redlands, and they 
had a microphone sound system to control the cheers. When the 
team started to move, everyone started stamping on the bleach­ 
ers, making a noise comparable to that of an oncoming ava­ 
lanche. And it had that effect on Alhambra. The score at the 
half was 20-0 Redlands and the final was 34-0. 


"Football means a lot more here, even though the population is 
on the move. 


"The uniforms are new, the helmets shiny (I asked a player 
why and he said he’d never dare step on the playing field without 
shined shoes and a polished helmet). These boys simply have 
pride in what they do. They want to be good at this game, and 
they are. 


"Another factor is the turnout. There is talk of radio broad­ 
casts of the game at home because too many people are turned 
away." 


The difference, of course, is more in the communities than it is 
in the schools. Few towns in Illinois are football towns. W’e have 
basketball towns in the Southern part of the state and from the 
sm allest of them come champions. Given that kind of emphasis, 
that kind of backing and support, prep football in Illinois could be 
what it is in the South and West. 


Without fervent community interest and support, area coaches 
all agree that football here will remain in the wings and never 
make it to the spotlights.

Heres Group 
Anxious for 
Winter Weather

For a guy who has not seen snow in over 14 years, I must 
take folks’ word for it that skiing is fun. 


Once I did get an authoritative word about skiing following an 
Atlanta Braves-Boston Red Sox exhibition game in West Palm 
Beach. But I could not translate Jim Lonborg’s mumbling. 


Skiing, I am sure, is good for your health — the snow, the 
sunshine, the exhilarating air, etc. Personally, PII take the sands 
of Fort Lauderdale beach, but to each his own. 


Presumably, a number of students at Fremd High School 
prefer the snow and Wednesday they got together for their 
first Ski Club meeting. The Ski Club’s guest speaker was Al 
Saier and apparently he knew a thing or three about skiing 
down a mountain at 80 miles an hour. 


“But,” said Saier. “Jean-Claude Killy has been clocked at 117 
miles an hour.” Which is about as fast as Chris Anan takes the 
Green Park Chicane at Sebring in his Ferrari. 


Saier, who placed fourth in the 1953 NCAA Skiing Champion­ 
ships, explained that to enjoy the sport one must have standard 
requirements in equipment, clothing and most important, condi­ 
tioning, before attacking the slopes. 


Skiing, Saier pointed out, can be a costly sport but it does not 
necessarily have to be. “Boots run anywhere from $40 to $150 and 
skis from $15 to $225,” he said. Saier, who is employed by the 
Highland Park Ski Shop, suggested to the Ski Club members that 
they should not buy the more expensive spread. 


“Most of you are just starting out skiing,” explained Saier, 
“ and after a short time you’ll be wanting to change ski models.” 


As far as clothing is concerned, Saier said, “It’s good to have 
warm clothing, but tight-fitting clothing. More than once I’ve seen 
a person trying to get off a ski lift and he got his clothing stuck 
on the lift and he was left hanging in mid-air a couple of thousand 
feet up.” 
Saier stressed the need for good conditioning because, 
“ Skiing is a very tiring sport. If you’re not in good condition 
you’re more likely to be injured. Even if you don’t get hurt 
the next day you’ll be feeling mighty sore.” 
Contrary to what many non-fans think, the same injuries are 
not that frequent in skiing if done under the proper supervision as 
a beginner. However, “Even the best of the skiers in the world 
take spills,” Saiers noted, “and almost every day. But it’s just 
like a guy in rodeo, the falls just come and one should not have 
an over-fear of taking a spill.” 
Saier was a ski instructor in Aspen, Colorado, for quite a few 
years and one of his pupils was a man named Robert Kennedy. 
“Senator Kennedy was an aggressive man on skis,” Saier 
said. “He wanted to learn everything right away. He wanted to 
master skiing quickly. 
“He never talked about politics or anything else when he was 
skiing. It seemed that he just left all his worries and troubles at 
the bottom of the mountain. 
“But Senator Kennedy wanted to learn the sport quickly,” he 
added. He went right into it very fast. No challenge was too great 
for him. 
“I think that that was the way he lived. No challenge was too 
great.”

Can you believe the pollsters? Illinois hunters may well hope 
not, after the glum news from the Illinois Natural History Survey. 
The Survey — in a not-necessarily-scientific census taken with the 
aid of rural letter carriers — reports a 45 per cent decrease in 
the pheasant population in the last five years. Among other 
things, says the Survey, the east-central range, regarded for dec­ 
ades as the state’s prime range, has less than half the birds it 
had in 1963. Only Logan (northeast of Springfield) and Moultrie 
(southeast of Decatur) counties showed an increase. The depart­ 
ment of conservation has not been quite so pessimistic, especially 
after late-standing corn kept dowm last year’s kill.
